A three-seated gasoline touring automo- 
hile belonging to George J. Noakes, the res- 
taurant man, was run down by a north- 
bound New York Central train at Van Cort- 


Jandt Park yesterday afternoon, and Frank 


D. Read, one of the six occupants of the 
car, was killed. A foot of Miss Margaret 
Noakes, a daughter of the owner, Was cut 
off, while the other members of the party 
were all badly injured. Mr. Read was a 
manufacturer of paper and lived at the Ho- 
itel Endicott. The others who were in the 
car were Mr. and Mrs. Noakes of 413 River- 
side Drive, their six-year-old son, George 
J. Noakes, J and John Spencer, the col- 
ored Miarecur. 

According to the report of the accident 
made by the police, it was 5:13 o’clock when 
the train crashed into the automobile. The 
car Was going east at a rapid rate, and as 
it drew near the Van Cortlandt Park sta- 
tion, Spencer, the ehaffeur, noticed a train 
standing on the south-bound track about 
200 feet from the station, taking water. 
Spenker evidently did not look in the direc- 
tion of the station, for if he had he would 
have seen that a north-bound train was 
there about to pull out.

The automobile was‘“lirectly across the 
northbound track when the train struck 


it. Immef@iately there was a terrific ex- 
plosion, pieces of the car flying in every 


direction, and the occupants being thrown | 


out on all sides. Read was thrown directly 
in front of the train. He was picked up 
by the cow catcher and carried as far 
as the water tank, where the train was 
stopped. When he was renioved from the 
cow catcher it was seen that he was mor- 
tally hurt, and when the ambulance sur- 


geon arrived from the Fordham Hospital ! 


he discovered that the victim had a com- 
pound fracture of the base of the skull, 
besides other injuries. He was taken to the 
hospital, where he died an hour later 
without recovering consciousness. 

Miss Noakes was thrown directly beneath 
the wheels of the engine, according to sev- 
eral of the onlookers, and that she éscaped 
with her life was marvelous. A 
bound train passenger who saw the ap- 
proaching automobile, and who realized 
that an accident was-imminent, was Po- 
liceman Patrick Brophy of the West One 
Hundred and Twenty-fifth Street Station. 
Brophy jumped from his train and reached 
the scene of the smash-up just as the crash 
came. It was he who, at the risk of his 
own life, dragged Miss Noakes from under 
the ergine. Miss Noakes’s left foot was cut 
off just above the ankle. Dr. Kearns of 
Fordham Hospital attended to her, and 
she was removed to that hospital. 

Spencer, the chauffeur, was thrown head 
foremost at least ten feet to 
the train. He was hit in the temple by a 
piece of the flying wreckage 
leg was badly hurt. He was taken to St. 
Jcveph’s Hospital in Yonkers on the train 
that ran him down. Mr. and Mrs. Noakes 
and their son were also badly cut and 
bruised. Mrs. Noakes went to the hospital, 
so as to be with her daughter, while Mr. 
Noekes and his young son went to their 
home at 413 Riverside Drive. 

CROWDS SAW THE TRAGEDY.

At the top of Wendle Hill the chain 
slipped off, and the machine then began 
to coast backward down a steep hill, half 
a mile long. The chauffeur pulled the 
plug, stopping the engine, and applied the 
brake, but it aeapeens work. 

Mrs. Condory grasped the steering lever 
of the 2,300-pound car, stood up, and at- 
tempted tc make the coast safely by keep- 
ing in the middle of the read. She would 
have accomplished this, but when half way 
down the hill a surrey full of women and 
children came in view.

SWIMS OFF AFTER A SHOOTING. 


“Zenda” Touch to Killing of Young 
Paterson Bookkeeper. 


PATERSON, June 12.—James Meade, 
young bookkeeper employed by Frederick 
H. Dater, a coal dealer here, was with his 
employer last evening in a house at 71 
River Street, on the’ bank of the Passaic. 
Early this morning Meade was shot and 
kiJled. 

-The police have under arrest three women 
and four men, who they say were in the 
house where Meade was killed. One of the 
men prisoners, who says he is Robert S. 
Plumb and who the police say comes from 
Mount Vernon, N. Y., was arrested early 
this morning by Policeman Fitzpatrick at 
Ridgewood. 

The police say that after the shooting 
Plumb dropped from a rear window of the 
house into the Passaic River. He swam 
down the river some distance and then 
made his way to Ridgewood. He was seen 
swimming by Fitzpatrick. who gave chase 
and followed him to thé city line. 

There he gave up the chase, but while re- 
turning to his post Fitzpatrick heard of 
the shooting, so returned and followed the 
trail left by water dripping from ‘Plumb to 
the latter’s boarding house in Ridgewood, 
and there made the arrest. 

As to how the shooting occurred the police 
have not_Jearned definitely. From what the 
police gathered from Dater and the women 
a quarrel started 
over some drinks. Only one shot was fired. 
Dater says he carried his employe and 
friend downstairs and to Ackerman’s liv-

The Canada of the Richelieu and Onta- 
rio Line Sunk in the St. Lawrence. 


MONTREAL, Quebec, June 12.—The 
Richelieu and Ontario Navigation Com- 
pany’s steamship Canada, bound from Que- 
bee for Montreal came into collision with 
the Dominion Coal Company’s collier Cape ; 
Breton six miles below Sorel early to-day. 
Twenty minutes later the Canada went to 
the bottom. At the time of the collision 
there were 110 persons on board, and all 
were rescued except five. Those who per~- 
ished were Alfred Thibeault, ticket agent 
of the company at Quebec, and his two 
sons, aged twelve and fifteen; Purser 
Bonneterre of the Canada, and a man 
named Brunet of Sorel. 

The collision occurred just as the first 
signs of dawn were becoming visible. The 
Cape Breton lay at the entrance of the 
Lake St. Peter Channel waiting for day- 
light, so as to find her way through. She 
was just getting under way when the 
Canada, making for Sorel at full speed, 
came into view. 

Just-how the collision occurred and who 
is responsible for it has not yet been de- 
termined. ’ 

The Canada at once began to settle, and 


as the Cape Breton did not appear to be 
seriously damaged the passengers were 


In the excitement some of the passengers 
jumped overboard and were picked up by 
boats from the Cariada and the Cape Bre- 
ton, but generally those on board were com- 
posed, while the discipline shown by the 
crew of the Canada was excellent. Twenty 
minutes later, when the Canada went down, 
all the passengers except five had been 
travsferred to the Cape Breton. 

Thibeault and his two sons occupied a 
stateroom just about where the Cape Bre- 
ton’s bow entered the Canada, and it ifs 
supposed that they were killed in their 


berths. The body of the father was recov- 


ered, but those of the sons have not yet! 


been found. Bonneterre, the purser, was 
seen after the collision making his way to 


tention of saving his cash and his records, 
and it is supposed that he perished in the 
attempt. Brunet was a second-class pas- 
senger, and no one‘saw him after the col- 
lision, though it is just possible that he 
went ashore with the crew of one of the 
beats which was sent to secure help from

She brought the 
passengers and crew to Sorel, and they 
were brought up to this city this afternoon 
on beard the company’s steamer Colum- 
bian. Many of the passengers who occu- 
pied staterooms on the upper deck were 
fortunate enough to save their baggage, 
but those on the main deck lost theirs.

Later the conductor came 
to Shea with his hands fillad with small 
change, but Shea was leaving the car and 
refuseq to take the change for his bill, 
saying that it would take all night to 
count it. The conductor then felled him 
and the women did the rest.

FOOD AS CONTRABAND OF WAR. 


Russia Not Likely to Modify Her Atti- 
tude to Meet British Views. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 12.—The Rus- 
sian Government has not yet returned an 


answer to British Ambassador Hardinge, 


relutive to his Government's protest at Rus- 
sia’s declaration that rice and other food- 
stuffs are contraband of war, but The As- 
sociated Press learns that there is no in- 
tention on the part of the Government to 
make modifications to meet the British 
view. 

The protest is based on the rule observed 
by Great Britain during the Boer war that 
even foodstuffs destined for a hostile coun- 
try could be considered cogtraband of war 
only if intended for an enemy’s forces, 

A high Russian official to-day called at- 
tention to the fact that at the breaking out 
of the war Russia was compelled to stop 
at San Francisco a cargo of meat destined 
for Vladivostok in order to avoid its prob- 
able capture in consequence of the Japanese 
dec:aration that it would be regarded as 
contraband. 

“Rice is an important article of food in 
the Japanese Army, and the question 
whetrrer it should be declared contraband 
was carefully considered when the regula- 
tions were being framed,” this offictal said; 
“and the decision reached by Russia en- 
tirely justified such action. The British 
Government is disposed to regard the ques- 
tion as an academic one but should steam- 
ers which are being equipped as auxiliary 
cruisers proceed to the Pacific and make 
captures of ships loaded with provisions 
complications could easily arise.’

Captives Clubbed with Rifles and 
_ Menaced with Knives. 


CALLS RAISULI A GENTLEMAN 


Says Kidnapping Was Chiefly to Secure 
Release of His Tribesmen—Betrayed 
by Treachery of Tangier Official. 


LONDON, June 13—The Daily Mail this 
morning publishes a letter written to A. J. 
Dawson, the novelist and traveler, by Ion 
Perdicaris, the American citizen who was 
captured by Raisuli, the Moroccan bandit. 
‘It is dated at Tssaradon, June 4, and says: 

“Nothing more startling and unexpected 
than the circumstances of our capture 
could be imagined. A quiet domestic din- 
ner without guests, the windows open, the 
table a mass of flowers, then suddenly, like 
an avalanche, the yelling onset of Rai- 
suli’s men—it was a ¢lassic scene of rapine 
and confusion; nor would it be easy to 
conceive & picture more wild and gloomy 
than our forced journey; in fact, the libret- 
to was.perfect. 

, “It ts easy now to write in this strain 
when we are assured that negotiations for 
our release are concluding, but during that 
terrible twenty-four hours’ ride, over rocks 
and boulders, and through dense. thickets 
where our captors had at times literally to 
cut their way in order to avoid the villages 
on the beaten track—well, we had no such 
consolation then—nene of any sort, indeed.” 

After describing the dread which he long 
had had of being kidnapped on account of 
his family, Mr. Perdicaris says: 

BEATEN BY THEIR CAPTORS. 

“ You may conceive my feelings while thus 
being dragged along by ruffians who hbe- 
gan thefr amiable attentions by clubbing us 
with rifles and threatening us with their 
murderous-looking curved daggers. 

‘‘T was astonished to learn that our fears 
were not really well founded. We have 
learned that Raisuli’s chief object is to se- 
cure the release of members of his own 
Kabyle, unjustly or at least treacherousty 
entrapped and imprisoned by the Bashaw 
of Tangier, a former friend and foster- 
brother of Ratsulf, who had trusted this 
man and had been betrayed. Whatever 
ill he may have done, the fact remains that 
he was betrayed. 

“The ransom demanded is not so much 
the price of our release as the demand for 
the recouping of the losses inflicted by 
order of the said Bashaw, from whom Rai- 
suli claims payment. 

“ Another startling surprise is to find in 
Raisuli himself the most interesting and 
kindly hearted native gentleman it has 
been my good fortune to have known. It is 
impossible not to like the man, conscious 
as I am of the injury all at Tangier suf- 
fered at his hands.” 

After dealing with some private matters 
and referring ta the courage of his wife and 
the mental anguish she has endured, Mr. 
Perdicaris expressed the hope that some 
good will come of the trouble to Tangier 
and its people. He then proceeds: 

“Meantime, you must not worry about 
us. I am writing this at the mouth of a 
handsome tent placed at our disposition by 
Moulai All, the Wazzan! Shereef. 

RELIEF COLUMN’S ARRIVAL. 

“The brightest episode of our detention 
here was our first sight of his and his 
brother’s (Moulai Ashmet’s) caravan, ac- 
companied by an armed escort. Signal 
guns fired by three Kabyles, Jeagued in de- 
fense of their rights under Raisull’s 
ership, announced the arrival of this - 
come relief expedition, which, we, saw later 
on winding along the niNside. 

“ Moulai Ali himself has remained with 
us ever since. Indeed, he and Raisuli dined 
with us every evening in the tent. 

“The climate is admirable, and a better 
site for a camp would be hard to find. 

“Our release will be very welcome, but 
it is at hand now so you must not pity us 
too much.” 


NEW PLOT IN MOROCCO, 


Shereefs and Members of Government 
Support Plan for Revolution.

TANGIER, June 12.—A well-organized 
and widely spread plot to depose the Sul- 
tan exists throughout Morocco. It has 
nothing in common with the late rebel- 
lion, which appealed only to the tribes- 
men ahd lower classes. 

The existing plot originated among the 
religious and educated classes, and re- 
ceives the support of many Sherecefs and 
other important persons, including mem- 
bers of the Moorish Government. It is 
proposed to take action after the harvest. 

Although the revolution was arranged 
before the Anglo-French agreement was 
known in’ Morocco, the agreement adds 
fuel to it, as the Sultan is now accused 
of selling the country to France. 

The revolution receivés support from 
many religious sects, and I have evidence 
o7 its existence from Marakesh to Tan- 
gier, that is to say, over the whole of 
Morocco. 

The Sultan is aware of the proposed 
revolution, and may be obliged to leave 
Fez, as he has no forces to withstand 
such a universal rising as the one threat- 
The conspirators have no fixed plans 
beyond the deposition of the Sultan and 
the destruction of his Government, and 
they seem to favor a general meeting of 
influential Moors to discuss the situation 
after the blow is struck. ‘They think 
the dangers which are closing round 
Morocco could be indefinitely postponed 
if the present Government were ousted 
from power. 

If the Sultan is obliged to leave Fes 
his destination will probably be ‘Tangier,

Says He Believes Firmly in Her Inno- 
cence—Thinks Morgan Smith and .

“No. Mrs. Patterson is a very delicate 
Woman, a constant sufferer from heart 
trouble, and this affair has worried her 
greatly, until now she is a very sick wo- 
man. It is impossible for her to come to 
New York, much as she wishes to do so. 

“T am satisfied,of my daughter's inno- 
eence,”” Mr. Patterson went on, “and I will 
stand by her to the erd. Whatever ex- 
pense may be incurred in proving her inno- 
cence I wiil cheerfully defray, and I have 


no doubt whatever that she will be cleared 
of @€ven any complicity in the murder ‘of 
Young.” ; 

Mr. Patterson said he had no idea where 
Mr. and Mrs. J. Morgan Smith had gone. 
He conjectured that, in view of the fact

JOINT SAVINGS BANK ACCOUNTS 


Test Case Decision of Importance to 
_Depositors. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 12.—Justice Herrick on 
Saturday handed down a decision in the 
matter of Sarah E. Kelly against the 
Home Savings Bank of Albany and Frank- 
lin B. Beers and another as executors of 
the last will and testament of Kate V. 
Beers, which is of great importance to sav- 
ings bank depositors. The Home Savings 
Bank made a test case of this, although 
the action against it was for only $2,500, 
the total amount involved being $10,000. 
Mrs. Kelly, Mrs. Beers’s daughter, in 
whose name the account also stood, claimed 
all of these amounts. The executors of Mrs. 
Beers’s estate were substituted for the 
bank. The defendants asked for a dismissal 
of the complaint, which was on Saturday 
granted by Judge Herrick in an elaborate 
opinion. 

The Justice says there was no renuncia- 
tion by the donor of all interest or title in 
the money. There was no symbolical de- 
livery; the pass book, without which the 
money could not be drawn, was retained by 
her in her own possession. She never di- 
vested herself of control .over the money, 
she could draw any or all of it at any time 
without the aid, assistance, or permission 
of the plaintiff. 

The intention of her mother that the 
plaintiff should have the money after her 
death does not entitle the plaintiff to re- 
cover, because as a testamentary disposi- 
tion of her property it is invalid, and be- 


cause, “‘if the gift regards the future, it is 
but a promise without consideration and 
has no validity.” 

It is claimed, however, that if not a valid 
gift, inter vivos, a joint ownership with the 
right of survivorship was created by the 
acts of Mrs, Beers. The mere fact that the 
money was placed in the names of both 
does not create a joint ownership with the 
right of survivorship. Whether a gift inter 
vivos, of the entire property, or the crea- 
tion of a joint ownership, it is~in either 
case a gift of property, and to be a gift it 
must be a completed one, parting with 
control over the property, with no oppor- 
tunity for repentance and recall. The mere 
fact that a deposit is made, so that either 
of two persons can draw from it, does not 
of itself suffice as proof of a gift from 
the original owner of the money to the 
other party to the account,

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SELF-GOVERNMENT IN THE PHILIP- 
PINES. 

One might suppose from some of the 
comments on the remarks of Secretary 
Tart to the visiting Filipinos last week 
that the idea of progressive self-govern- 
ment in the Philippines was entirely new 
to him and to the country, and that he 
was suggesting a policy radically depart- 
ing from that heretofore applied by the 
Legislature and the Pxecutive of the 
United States. In reality he was only 
discussing before an audience and on an 
occasion which rendered the discussion 
peculiarly impressive, the next step in a 
policy that has been clearly held and 
plainly set forth from an early stage in 
our relations wigh the islands—namely, 
the formation of a Filipino Assembly of 
a representative character. 

The first step in this general direction 
was taken when there were authorized 
local representative bodies with power to 
send delegates to provincial councils. 
These bodies constitute at present an 
important source of information and ad- 
vice in the conduct of internal affairs, 
and they have certain powers of initia- 
tive and restriction as to expenditures 
which have been the beginning of self- 
government in every land where English 
ideas of political administration have 
prevailed. The powers have hitherto 
been limited because the exercise of them 
was intended to be in the nature of 
schooling and to develop the sense of re- 
sponsibility and the appreciation of real 
public needs as opposed to private ad- 
vantages necessary to rational manage- 
ment. The same precaution will un- 
doubtedly be observed and ought to be 
observed in the creation of a representa- 
tive body for the islands at large. Itisa 
natural and logical statement on the 
part of the Secretary of War that in the 
ease of the election of President Rooss- 
VELT he, the Secretary, will make a visit 
of inspection to the islands to ascertain 
how far they are prepared for the use- 
ful extension of the powers of self-gov- 
ernment. 

This announcement is held by some of 
the critics of the Administration as in- 
volving a change of view as to the ex- 
plicit promise of independence to the 
Filipinos, and is hailed as a sign of 
readiness to make such a promise. There 
is in reality no such significance in the 
remarks of Mr. Tarr. It is not incon- 
ceivable that the time may come when 
the Government shall find it expedient 
to promise independence to the islands, 
but it will not be done by a head of de- 
partment, or by the President himself, 
since no authority to fulfill the promise 
exists in the Executive. It will have to 
be made by Congress, and the conditions 
attaching to the execution of the prom- 
ige will have to be defined by Congress. 
We have seen many and novel powers 
exercised by the Executive within the 
past few years in connection with our 
new possessions, partly because they 
were delegated by the Legislature and 
partly because they were essential to 
the discharge of imperative duties for 
which no other provision had been made. 
But we believe it has entered into the 
mind of "responsible officer of the 
Government that he could on his own 
motion commit the Government to a 
radical change of status for the people 
of those possessions. That view of the 
functions of Government under the Con- 
stitution of the United States prevails 
only among those earnest philanthropists 
who are so convinced that what they 
wish done is right that they regard as 
equally right any means necessary to its 
accomplishment. 

We see no more occasion for a promise 
of independence now than when Secre- 
tary Tart announced his opinion that it 
would dd harm. The Filipinos know now 
that they can gradually achieve self- 
government as fast and as far as they 
ghow themselves able and willing to 
practice it for the preservation of peace 
and order and the advancement of the 
prosperity of the country. That knowl- 
edge is a powerful incentive to progress 
in fitness for self-government. If a 
promise of independence were now made 
to them it would have to be conditioned 
on thé recognition of our Government 
that they were fitted for it or it would 
have to mature at a fixed date. In the 
former case, the Filipinos would have 
nothing stibstantial that they have not 
now. In the latter case we should be 
committed to an act which, when the 
time came, it might be disastrous to 
them and wrortig for us to perform. Self- 
government we are bound to give thém 
as rapidly as wé find them fitted for it. 
Ip4enendence or the promise of indepen-

dence is a matter for tutute determina- 
tion. We shall not advanee it by pre- 
mature committals regarding it.

PANAMA CURRENCY. 

It is a sign at once Of the backward- 
ness of the leaders if Panama and of 
the control exercised over them by our 
Government that the Legislature of that 
républi¢ should have &tafted in to estab- 
lish the silver standard and that it 
should have yielded to the firm persua- 
sion of our Executive in the matter and 
should be ready t6 adopt the system we 
have set up in the Philippines. This 
will undoubtedly be.brought about in a 
reasonable tite, 

The first plan, or impulse, of the Pah- 
ama Legislature was about as reaction- 
ary and primitive as anything could well 
be. Even for the limited transactions of 
the community the silver standard would 
be a wretched drawback, confining mer- 
cantile operations to an advanced stage 
of barter, checking the growth of exports 
for which the resources of the little 
country aré if some measure fitted, and 
hindering the investment of foreign cap- 
ital which is essential to any progress, 
however moderate. But with the ex- 
penditures the United States will have to 
make, and the market for labor and sup- 
plies which will be created by the build- 
ing of the canal, thé existence of a local 
depreciated standard would be simply 
intolerable. The system adopted in the 
Philippines by which a silver coinage is 
maintained, at a ratio of thirty-two to 
one, or about the ratio of market values, 
with gold, ample provision being made 
for redemption of such silver as is not 
kept in active circulation by the ctrrent 
demand, will give the country a coinage 
of thé métal to which the people are ac- 
customed without seriously affecting 
prices, while all larger operations and 
calculations will be on the gold basis. 
If the Legislaturé of Panama shall al- 
ways’ be as amenable to good advice, and 
shall Always receive advice as good as in 
this instance, the risk and bother of our 
relations with the new republic will be as 
littie as could bé expected. 


“ALABAMA” AND SUBMARINE. 

Some ingenious publicist has discov- 
ered an analogy between the reported es- 
cape of a submarine on the deck of the 
Fortuna from this country the other day, 
and the escape of the “ 200 from a Brit- 
ish shipyard forty yedts ago, to become 
the Alabama and to prey upon American 
commerce. His concltision is that we 
are liable to find ourselves arraigned 
before an international tribunal one of 
these days, and mulctéd in the damage 
which the later craft may succeéd in do- 
ing. 

We do not think there is any ground 
for uneasiness on this score. The anal- 
ogy is so imperféct as to be misleading. 
We have always held, and the contention 
has been adopted as part of international 
law, that it is the duty of a neutral na- 
tion in war time fo exercise due dili- 
gence to secure the enforcement of its 
own neutrality laws. What is due dili- 
gence is of course a question of fact to 
be determined in each case by the cir- 
cumstances of that case. Mr. Cass, when 
Secretary of State, wrote: “A Govern- 
ment is responsible only for the faithful 
discharge of its international duties, but 
not for the consequences of illegal enter- 
prises of which it had no knowledge, or 
which the want of proof or other circum- 
stances rendered it unable to prevent.” 
The case of the submarine is distinctly 
one in which our Government. neither 
actually had knowledge nor was 
“charged” with it. While a submarine 
boat is an engine of war, since no peace- 
ful use has been yet found for it, yet it 
takes a careftil and minute inspection to 
decide that a boat is @ submarine. On 
the ways she looks much like any other 
boat, and she is small and inconspicuous. 
To make sure that no submarines were 
building in the United States, we should 
have to maintain a constant inspection 
of every shipyard and boatyard in the 
country, which is, of course, out of the 
question. 

If the attention of our Government 
were called, however, by the Russian or 
the Japanese representative at Washing- 
ton to the fact that a submarine was 
building, supposed to ‘be intended for 
use against his country, our effeetive re- 
sponsibility would then begin, That 
vould make the Case parallel to that 
of the Alabama. In that case, the Ge- 
neva tribunal found from all the facts 
“that the British Government failed td 
use due diligence in the performance of 
its neutnal obligations, and especially 
that it omitted, notwithstanding the 
warnings and official representations 
made by the diplomatic agents of the 
United States, to take in due time any 
effective measurés of prevéntion.” When 
such a case as that is made out in favor 
of Russia or of Japan (it does not appear 
for or against which Power the subma- 
rine is expected to be used) we may have 
reason to apprehend another Alabama 
case, at least when some other conditions 
have been complied with, such as proof 
that it really was a submarine, and 
proof that it has really done some dam- 
age to one of the belligerents. Until 
then the question will not have even an

CAVALRY TACTICS. 

The British Army is well known to be 
one of the most fnertly conservative in- 
stitutions this side of China, one of the 
most incapable of reform from within, and 
of the most obstinately obstructive of re- 
form from without. The lessons taught 
by changes in the material and methdéds 
of war are more slowly accepted there 
than in the military service of any other 
civilized country. But established facts 
come at last to be recogriiged, even in 
the British Army, And @h army would 
be quite impossible to donvinee if it were 
not convinced et aes srien #8 naona 


new-imantial of eavairy tactics has been 
promulgated for use in the British ser- 
vice, with a préface by Lord Ropers, 
which pléads with the olf fogies of the 
cavalry for a sympathetic execution of it. 
The tone which the veteriin takés with 
other veterans less open-minded than 
himself curiously testifies to the strength 
of the prejudice he is combating. One 
would suppose that every British officer 
who served in South Africa would be 
eager to have the tactics of his arm 
conform to modern conditions, and its ef- 
ficiency thereby enhanced. But Lord 
ROBERTS speaks as if, to the mass of 
British cavalry officers, ‘cold steel,” 
whether in the form of lance or sabre, 
was still the only weapon suitable for a 
mounted force, and shooting dismounted 
a dis#tsting practice which ‘reduced a 
bold cavalier to the lével of 4 “ dough- 
boy”’ at once. In fact, Lord RosBEeRTs 
makes it plain that “shock tactics” aré 
still the only ones contemplated by the 
mass of British cavalry officers, although 
they have been obsolete for nearly half 
a century. 

” Shock tactics ’’ proceed upon the as- 
sumption that ¢avalry derives its great- 
est efficiency from the weight and mass 
of a close line of horsemen charging 
at a gallop. That Was the case when the 
mediaeval knights, loaded with armor 
both for themselves and their mounts, 


bore resistlessly down upon a mass of. 
rustics, armed with bows and arrows, 


or with pikes. It was partly true even 
in the Napoleonic wars, when a line of 
cuirassiers waving sabres had a fair 
chance to reach the hostile battalions 
with its formation nearly unbroken, in 
which case the infantry was at its mer- 
ey. Even in the Crimean war, on the 
very day of the famous charge of the 
Light Brigade, which was magnificent 
but hot war, there was a charge of the 
Heavy Brigade, which was magnificent 
and algo was war, though in this case 
the combat was of cavalry against cav- 
alry. Yet it was ftom observing this 
war on the part of his country that 
Capt. GrorGe B. McCLELLAN of the 
United States Cavalry brought back the 
adaptation of the Hungarian saddle, 
which, known by his name, is still “ reg- 
wation,” and made a report which has 
had much to do with the subsequent de- 
velopment of our cavalry. Before that 
we had had “ dragoons” and other an- 
achronistic monsters. But he _ said, 
among other things: “We need only 
light cavalry, in the strictest sense of the 
term.” Our cavalry was reorganized 
upon that principle, and, according to 
European authority, was the first to 
adapt itself to modern conditions, as the 
British is the latest, 

With the increasing range and accu- 
tracy both: of field artillery and of small 
arms, an old-fashioned cavalry charge 
Such as the pictures represént has be- 
come more and more impossible. Almost 
the last occasion in which it, was at=- 
tempted was in the Austro-Prussian war 
of 1866, on which occasion the assault- 
ing squadrons were annihilated. Yet 
British cavalry officers still hug the de- 
fusion that the function of modern cav- 
alry at its best is to charge “knee to 
knee’ with the half ton of each unit 
of man and horse multiplied into the 
speed of the slowest animal as the 
momentum of the charge. The mo- 
mentttm would be irresistible except for 
the detail that it would never arrive, 
and that a charge of that kind would 
be a mere massacre. In spite of the 
Bourbons of the British cavalry, it is 
now recognized that so entirely irreg- 
ular a mounted infantry as that of the 
Boers, composed of men who could shoot 
and ride, is much nearer the type of the 
cavalry of the future than any mounted 
force the British Army contains, and the 
British mounted force is to,be reorgan- 
ized accordingly. 


KICKING IN PENNSYLVANIA. 

It is not surprising that the edict of 
the Republican machine in Pennsylvania 
proclaiming the .election next Winter 
of Mr. Knox to succeed himself as 
Senator should be resisted. It was a 
pretty arbitrary and insolent display of 
confidence in its own power, and if 
there were such a thing as party opinion 
in the State it would hardly have been 
ventured on. But Mr. PENROSE, as the 
titular successor to Mr. Quay, probably 
reasoned that the best way to sectire 
Wis authority was to act as if it were 
unquéstionable. As he used it°to give 
the State a far better type of Senator 
than it has had for many a long year, 
he was safe from any revolt on the part 
of the independents who have from time 
to time tried to overthrow the machine. 
He could count on resistance limited 
to his own class of politicians, and in a 
contest with them possession is nine 
points of the law. 

It is not likely that fn the campaign 
on which the party is entering this 
Presidential year the factional oppost- 
tion to the machine can put up a suc- 
cessful fight. Too much is dependent 
on the general issue, and the forces that 
make for united action, no matter what 
grievances may be nursed, will be likely 
to give the machine complete control of 
the Legislature and make stire the elec- 
tion of Mr. Knox, After that Mr, Ppn- 
osx will -have to struggle or bargain 
for his lMfe, The disruptive power of 
public plunder will assert itself, and the 
survivor of Mr, Quay may not demon- 
strate the possession of Quav's genius for 
combination, Nor ig it impossible that 
thé long Gormant sense of decency in 
the Republicans of Pennsylvania may 
be aroused, and Mr, PEeNnosy may, as 
he seems to have done ih the case of the 
Senatorship, see the advantage of * pan. 
dering to the better element,” The re- 
boot he ate oe that the Manufact- 


‘take active interest in the political Ps 
fairs of the city is in this line, Wealthy 
and respéctable men who openly con- 
nect themselves With politios cannot af- 
ford to be held responsible for rascality 
such as that to which they have hitherto 
lent only their passive assent and their 
money. Mayor Wraver of Philadel- 
phia, though he is far from an ideal offi- 
cer, has been much better than the ma- 
chine wished or expected. It looks as if 
thé near future night hold a possibility 
of some righteousness in the political life 
of Pefitisylvania.

THE END-SEAT PROBLEM SOLVED. 

It is surprising that corporations so 
often overlook the obvious in seeking 
solutions for anxious problems. One of 
these is the pre-emption of the end seat 
by the person who secures it, to the dis- 
appointment and incidentally the 4dis- 
comfort 6f those who want it. To solve 
it is a perfectly simple matter. The 
invention hereinafter described is doubt- 
less patentable, and might bring the in- 
ventor great wealth, but in the spirit of 
large benevolence which should actuate 
the true scientist he donates it to the 
public. 

At either end of every seat in an open 
car, in lieu of an arm, there should be a 
piston head, or plunger, movable toward 
the middle of the seat and actuated by 
simple and appropriate mechanism. 
Power to move it is furnished by the 
high potential electric current which pro- 
pels the car. The cost of this installation 
would not be great, and the increased car 
capacity would make it a substantial 
economy. One skilled in the art will need 
no fuller description to make the princi- 
ple and operation of the device perfectly 
clear. Its practical utility is equally 
evident. As a car fills up, the conductor 
makes mental note of the number and 
average breadth of beam of the passen- 
gers on each seat. Four persons to a 
seat find riding too comfortable. A seat 
will hold five if the occupants are dis- 
posed to be accommodating, and, when 
they are not, the effort to spread them- 
selves should be discouraged. By way of 
illustration: The car stops to take on @ 
passengér, a woman, we will assume. 
She trots up and down the length of the 
car, uncertain at what point to board it, 
since evety seat appears to be filled, if 
not full, and in every end seat the typi- 
cal “ end-seat hog” has planted himself 
with the unalterable purpose of remain- 
ing there until he reaches his destina- 
tion. The conductor on the footboard 
knows better than the bewildered pas- 
senger where there is room. He presses 
the button governing the plunger he se- 
lects, it advances rapidly and irresisti- 
bly toward the middle of the car, push- 
ing everything in front of it, the “ end- 
seat hog” included, and he has only to 
say, “ Here’s a seat, lady.” 

Some judgment will be required on the 
part of the conductor as to the distance 
he will permit the plunger to travel, but 
not more than he will quickly gain from 
experience. The average human being, 
and especially the average woman, will 
stand a great deal of compression with- 
out taking what the engineers call a 
“permanent set.” As standing room 
would not be reduced, the compression 
method would increase the capacity of a 
car about 20 per cent., which is a prac- 
tical consideration from the point of view 
of the companies. The “ end-seat hog” 
would find himself in vertical contact 
with actuality—a condition he would bet- 
ter understand if it were described as 
‘“‘up against the real thing.’’ To see him 
dislodged from his chosen position and 
slid laterally until the propelling impulse 
was overcome by resistance would be 
edifying and comforting. If he has any 
resilience and is minded to recover his 
lost advantage, a second recourse to the 
button which actuates the plunger would 
take it out of him, and he would be con- 
tent to remain where he was left. 

The inventor does not claim broadly 
the street car, the seat, or the passen- 
gers occupying it, but what he does claim 
and desires to surrender to public use 
and enjoyment is the combination of 
these elements with the plunger, the 
mechanism actuating it, and the current 
which moves the mechanism, substan- 
tially as and for the purpose described. 
If the street car companies do not imme- 
diately put it Into usé on every open 
car, they will be alike blind to their own 
interests and indifferent to the welfare 


of intending passengers.

Are there #6 few forward steps 
for them to take that they should waste 
their precious time in taking a loig step 
backward into the stupid and brutal past? 


——Lightning rods have fallen into, deep 
éisfavor almost everywhere nowadays, but 
they are valuéd least by the hasty people 
who once valued them most, and those who 
really know the most about them still 
credit them with a measurable, though 
Small, amount of protective power—if prop- 
érly constructed. and maintained, as they 
hardly ever are. For those who consider 
even a slight diminution of the danger 
from lightriing worth seouring at some ex- 
pense in money and a good deal of caré, 
the Weather Bureau offers information and 
advice prepared for it by Prof, W. S. 
FRANKLIN of Lehigh University. The first 
désideratum is what\the electricians call a 
“good ground ’—that is, close and perma- 
nent connection with a large mass of -high 
electrical conductivity, like damp soil or 
an extensive system of metallic pipes. The 
lightning rod itsélf should b® a wide band, 
nu thin-walléd tube, or a wife cable, rather 
than a/solid wire) for so is the conductiv- 
ity 6f a given amount of metal largely in- 
creased. And of extreme importance is it 
that the coufse of the rod to the ground 
should be as short and straight as possible, 
If the pathway pfovided for the “ bolt’”’ 
be devious, the impatient messenger from— 
or to—the clouds will not follow it, no mat- 
ter how much is spent for glass or other 
insulators, while if the path be straight 
the insulators are needless for any charge 
the rod can carry. What happens when a 
good lightning rod is put to test is thus 
described by a man who went through the 
experience at a mountain hotel in this 
State: ‘I was standing on the piazza when 
the most tremendous shock or concussion 
conceivable took place. I had a sudden 
Sun dazzle in the eyes, a bitter taste in the 
mouth, a violent singing in the ears, a 
pungent, sulphtrous odor in the nose, and 
a@ severe headache. Then I learned that 
the house had been struck by lightning; 
that is to say, that the conductors had 
functioned effectively and had safely con- 
ducted the electricity into the lake, instead 
of the discharge falling upon the hotel and 
wrecking it.’’ 


——With the progress of the war between 
Japan and Russia, the pleasant theory 
that, however it may be in manners and 
morals, in wat any white race is superior 
to any race ‘of another color, whether 
black, red, or yellow, has been suffering 
from a severe attrition, and now even the 
military experts are admitting, frankly, 
but with no particular manifestations of 
joy, that at least one yellow race can meet 
at least one white race and at least equal 
it in strategic ability as well as personal 
courage. As 4 result the life methods of 
the Japanesewhat they eat and drink, the 
frequency of ‘their baths, their devices 
for developing bodily stref&¥th, and the 
like—are receiving careful study, not, as 
formerly, from académic interest in the 
queer ways of an alfén people, but in humt- 
ble admission that the West may possibly 
have a thing or two of this sort to learn 
from the East for its own use. That the 
Japanese live largely upotr rige, and of- 
tener add fisk than méat thereto when 
they add anything, is carefully considered, 
the vegetarians drawing one deduction and 
sane people another. The Edinburgh Med- 
ical Journal seems disposed to credit much 
of the Japanese clearness of mind and 
strength of body to the fact that not only 
do they bathe more than any other nation, 
but they habitually drink amounts of 
water that other nations would regard as 
enormous, Occidentals drink water when 
they are thirsty, and even then they are 
very apt to drink something else. The 
daily custom of the Japanese, om the con- 
trary, is to use water in about the quan 
tities consumed by a white health-seeker 
while taking a ‘“‘ course’ at a médicinal, or 
supposedly medicinal, spring, and it is more 
than possible that they get much the same 
results from ordinary water that we do 
from water containing minute quantities of 
mineral substances for the most part quite 
inert. As for the Japanese diet, perhaps 
its composition is of less consequence than 
the fact that from inclination or necessity 
there is little or no overeating. A marked 
moderation of emotional expenditure also 
marks the nation, for its courtesy consists 
in large part of repression of the feelings 
which, when displayed, waste both tissue 
and energy. 


—Just what is meant by ‘‘ The Philip- 
pines for the Filipinos’ is more than a lit- 
tle hard to tell, since the phrase probably 
has as many meanings as users, but they 
might all come to an 6asy agreement as to 
the absurdity of using phonetic spelling 
for the islanders and for the islands a 
spelling that involves a4aborious recording 
of etymological history every time the word 
is written. There is not a bit more doubt 
about the derivation of “ Filipinos” than 
about that of “ Philippines,” and yet on the 
ludicrous pretense that somebody would 
some time forget the nationality of the 
best known of all Philips, we must go on 
writing ‘“ ph’s”’ instead of ‘“f’s”’ until the 
end of time. Also we must double a “p” 
for. n6 reason at all, and #0 waste intalcu- 
lable amounts of ink, paper, and time, not 
to speak of adding needless terrors to the 
task of learning to spell ‘* correctly.”’ 
Learn to spell incorrectly is really what 
we do, while the wiser and more progres- 
sive Spaniards write like reasoning beings 
and can hardly make a mistake in spelling 
if they try.

THE NAPOLEON OF COLORADO. 


Strictures Upon the Campaign of Gen. 
Sherman M. Bell. 


T6 thé Baitor of The New York Times: 

From the aispatchés which appear in the 
newspapers relative to the doings Of a cér- 
tain Gen, Sherman M. Bell, I am inelined to 
ask myself the qiéstion, Is the State of 
Colorads a pottion of the United States of 
America, or d6és it bel6ng to the dominions 
of the Czar of Russia? I shall pass by 
vithéut comment everything else which this 
warlike and hectoring militia commander 
has done sihce hé vatilted into the saddle 
to séttle in military fashion this industrial 
dispute, and shall confine this communica- 
tion t6 a glance at his latest ‘ proclama- 
tion,’’ dated Military Headquarters, June 9, 
1904. 

It appears there is a large mine in that 
region named the Portland, employing 
about 500 mén, who settled the dispute with 
their operatives ten months ago, and who 
have been running theif plant stéadily and 
successfully evér sineé. But it seems this 
peaceful settlement of the quarrel with 
their workmén on the part of the owners 
of the miné was a tmost dangerous and 
revoltitionary procéeding in the eyes of the 
Czar of Colorado. 

It made him fidget in his saddle and 
roar in his camp, and twirl his mustache 
into the pictured likenéss ef the Kaiser's. 
What! Settle an industrial dispute without 
the permission of the commanding General! 
He fidgeéted, and storméd, and twirled his 


‘mustache until he was white in the face 


with military rage! These ownérs of the 
Portland minés had not given him a‘chance 
to shoot a union miner or clap one of their 
leaders in the ‘bull-pen.” A most ott- 
rageous defiance, it cértainly was, of the 
principles upon which rests the very foun- 
dation of our American civilization. 

But his day for revenge against these 
anarchistic mihe Owners came at last. The 
State or county was declared to be under 
martial law, and the great Gen. Sherman 
M. Bell could do as he pleased. 

It diu not take him long to show who 
was master of the State of Colorado and 
afl the people thereof. His very first offi- 
cial act was to close this revolutionary 
mine, read the proprietors a solemn leoture 
on their iniquity in working their mines 
when all thé others were idle, and then 
ordering the workers te get out of the State 
while his Excellency said Jack Robinson, 

Of course,. anybody cah see that these 
men laboring peacefully in the bowels of 
the earth are, as Gen. Bell says they arte, 
*“dangerous and lawless men, a menace to 
the welfare and safety of the good peoples 
of the county, and a hindrance to the resto. 
ration of peace and good order.”’ Anybody 
with half an eye can see that these hard- 
working people who have been turned out 
of the mines, and thereby prevented from 
earhing an honest living, will be a great 
deal less dangerous as hungry and idle loaf- 
ers than they would be if they were allowed 
to continue their digging and blasting in the 
dark pit! 

But then perhaps the law of the State 
may step in and say that Gen. Bell has no 
right, even under martial law, to turn peo- 
ple out of a peaceful and useful employ- 
ment, and thereby stir up a dangerous 
class prejudice by such high-handed pro- 
ceedings, which would not be tolerated in 
any country under the sun claiming to be 
civilized. T. a.

SPIRIT OF MAN STRONG \YET 


Warns Hearers Against Supposing This 
Age More Debauched by Greed 
Than Any Other.

PRINCETON, Jufie 12.—Béfore @ large 
audience President Woodrow Wilson de- 
livered the baccalaureate sermon to the 
senior ¢lass in Alexander Hall this morn- 
ing. Woodrow Willson is the first layman 
to delivér the baccalaureate serthoi. The 
academic procession, headed by President! 
Wilson and Grover Clevélard, éx-Prasident 
of the United States, formed in front 6f 
Nassau Hall, and, followed by thé Fac- 
ulty, Trustees, and graduating clad, pro~ 
ceeded to Alexander Hall. After thé open. 
ing prayer and hymn President Wilson 
preached the sermon. 

President Wilson réminded the séniorg 
that while they had been attending éél- 
lege they had been in a committiity wlhdse 
work was not merely teaching. The “ play 
of life,’ he said, was on, and they were 
all in the thick of it. Thé seené and the 
stage Would changé, but motives and stand- 
ards would remain thé sate, 

The fruits of a college life lived as we 
try to live it here and lift it from age 
to age, said President Wilson, are fot 
knowledge merely, arid the sort of superior- 
ity which a man gets by knowifig tora 
than his fellows. They are more various 
than knowledge, and knowledge is only one 
of their many compounds. 

“The vast accumulations of wealth, the 
vast material equipment of civilization in 
gur day ought not to mislead us into sup- 
posing that this is an age gross and material 
beyond precedent; more debauched by greed 
or intoxicated: by material power than any 
that has gone before it. It is hot. Though 
its spiritual impulses and conceptions and 
undertakings do not run so excbusively 
along the old, hallowed, and familla® ways 
of religion as in some noted days gone by— 
particularly some days that shine-bright 
and illustrious in the éarly annals of our 
own Nation—the spirit of man has waxed 


as strong in our time as has his hand, and‘ & 


has given itself to works as mighty and as 
influential. 

“Many petty books and homiliés have. 
been written for us of late in advocacy of a 
simple Hfe, and beneath their sentiment Mes 
a noble and enlightening truth. There is 
no virtue in a plainly furnished room; a 
little circle of employments, a little group 
of friends is no certain means of gracé. The 
simple life may be very mean and Bare and 
unrewarding; what is worse, it may be very, 
selfish and belittling. The kernel of the 
moral is simply that our life {gp gréater 
than the things that we handle, and that 
our life is ws, not in our possession or déur 
social and business engagements. It is our 
modern philosophy, that virtue is not for 
the cloister and the convent, But for the 
cpen field and the dusty road and every 
place of work and intercourse; for the 
cleansing of the world and the deliverance 
of those who toil fn !t."’ 


AMERICAN WISDOM UNRIPE. 


President Faunce Says Mén Lack 
Thought, Poise, and Dignity. 


PROVIDENCE, R. I., June’12.{The one 
hundred and thirty-sixth commencement 
at Brown University began to-day with the 
baccalaureate sermon delivered in the his- 
toric First Baptist Meeting Hotise by Presi- 
dent William H. P. Faunce, who said in 
part: 

“The American Nation is regarded by 
impartial observers as agile rather than 
prefound in intellect. Whatever the goal, 
we arrive there while other peoplés are 
considering how to start. Yet we still 
stand outside the realm of ripened wisdom 
and assurance and stable conviction. 

“The men of our time have mobility and 
irgeruity rather than poise afid dignity; 
they are more attached to expedients than 
tv principles, preferring action to thought; 
and our generation, so full of lite and 
movement, appears at times to be ‘ bound 
novhere under full sail.’ 

“We are quick to respond and adapt 
truths which others have discovered. We 
have marvelous inventors, but few scien- 
tists of the first rank; excellent writers of 
school books, few authorities in education; 
admirable preachers, few theologians whose 
voices are heard in Burope; skillful éx- 
pesitors of philosophy, no thitikers who 
rank with those of lands where thought has 
time to brood and ripen before action be- 
gins. Our age is strenuous to the breaking 
point.”’

HE SOLVES SEATING PROBLEM 


Feature of Halil an Electric Bell System 
Wheéreby He Will Give Orders and 
Avert Customary Confusion. 


Special to The New York Temes. 
CHICAGO, June 12.—Sergeant at Arms 
William F. Stone, who is about to manage 
his first National Convention, is up against 


® hafd proposition. This is it: 
Given an auditorium which seats only 


8,380 persons, 
How to accommodate 994 delegates, 904 


alternates, 200,000 persons who demand 
seats, and 2,000 mofe or less alleged press 


representatives. 

Mr. Stone is not cheerful or sanguine, 
but he is intensely busifiesslike, and he has 
tackled the proposition and proposes to 
solve it in his own way. His answer is 
that it doesn’t gd and tkat the overflow 
Will have to flow over. 

He has made arrangements 40 seat the 
@élegates and alternates and he wili pro- 
vide accommodations for 360 press repre- 
fentatives, no more and no less. In the 
galleries and main floors will be accommo- 
Gations for 5,142 spectators. If any more 
come they can’t get in. That is all there 
is to it. Angels could do no more, and Mr. 
Storie halls from Baltimore and lays no 
claim to being an angel. 

THE CONVENTION HALL. 


The con‘eation building is the Coliseum 
on Wapnash Avénue between Fourteenth 
and ¥Wifteentn Streets, a few blocks south 
of the main business district and the lead- 
ing hotels. The Wabash Avenue cable 
cars and the Indiana Avenue trolley cars 
y4ss What is now the imain entrance. The 
South Side Alley “L”" is but a short dis- 
tance aw ty. 

The Coliseum must not be confounded 
with the building of the same name in 
which Bryan was nomirated here in 1896. 
That unfortunate structure could not sur- 
vive its reptitation; it caught fire and was 
Gestroyed with a loss of several lives a 
year or two after the Democratic Con- 


vention. 

The present striicture was erected a few 
years ago on the site of the transplanted 
Libby Prison. The original granite walls 
were retained, but a new structure was 
put up behind them with an arched roof 
of glass and steel, and it has served the 
purpose of horse and dog shows, fairs, 
charity balls, circuses, and other social 
functions until it now reaches the dignity 
of a Republican National Convention Hall. 


For the purposes to which it has here- 
tofore been put it has been quite ade- 
quate, but it is feared that it will fall 
woefully short of the present require- 
ments. 

The Sergeant at Arms expects indigna- 
tion, execration, supplication, abjurgation, 
and damnation, but he has hardened his 
heart. and has prepared soft answers with 
which to turn away wrath. His sign— 

“Not Even Standing Room 
is already painted and he will hang it out 
whenever the corivention assembles. He 
says he did not choose Chicago or the 
Coliseum, and it is not his fault if he can- 
not actommodate all who ask for seats. 


WELL-ARRANGED PLANS. 


As for the rest, he is going ahead, and 
when the delegates march in_to take their 
geats they will find matters arranged for 
them as no other convention has provided. 
Mr. Stone, who is Collector of Customs at 
Baitimore. has acquired the custom of 
orderliness, and he intends that the con- 


vention shall be run as none other was ever 
managed in this country before. 

From his desk in the most prominent part 
of the hall he intends to control every 
entrance 4nd every employe of the conven- 
tion dy electricity. He will have tele- 
phone cr push-button connection with 
every doorkeeper, every Assistant Sergeant 
at Arms, every usher, and the band. He is 
gving to eliminate the confusion caused by 
the scrambling of messenger, boys, the 
shouting of delegates, and the ill-timed 
music of the bands. 

The work of providing seating accommo- 
dations will be finished in a day or two. 
The gaileries already nad stationary chairs 
with folding seats. These will not be dis- 
turbed, but the main floor had to be railed 
off into sections, semi-circular and other- 
wire, for the delegates, alternates, press, 
and a portion of the visitors. This has al- 
ready been done, and now the chairs and 
benches are being put in. 

The speaker's platform is against the east 
wail and fronts west. The delegates are to 
sit in a semi-circular section around and 
fecing the Chairman. They will for the 
Mvsi part be much closer and in better po- 
sition for speaking and being heard than 
they were in Philadelphia or in Kansas 
City four years ago. The ess seats are 
on a platform in front of the speaker's 
stand. The floor of the latter will be about 
on a levél with the reporters’ heads. A writ- 
ing table is befofe each bench. On this 
plétform, which commands a full and near 
view of the delegate section, the speaker's 
stand, and the whole hall, will be accom- 
modated the reporters of the metropolitan 
newspapers and The Associated Press. 
Leading down from this platform are pepe 
chutes to the telegraph rooms below the 
speaker's stand. There are also doors and 
stairways to reach the telegraph rooms, so 
that the correspondent can go down there 
himself and see his “copy” on a file 
“subject to delay.” 

Behind the speaker's platform is the 
grand stand, where,’ as arry New says, 
will be “‘ distinguished guests in carriages.” 
Tie speaker's platform will be the centre 
of Mr. Stone's electrical plant. 

On the main floor have been placed twelve 
telephone booths, frong which long-distance 
connection can be had by any one wishing 
to talk to the White House or ahy other 
fifé-saving station. The telegraph arrange- 
ments will be complete and the operators 
will be in a cool basement below the speak- 
ers platform. 

On the main floor also there will be re- 
tiring rooms. An émergency hospital has 
been fitted up with all the appliances of 
such a place and two physicians and two 
trained nurses will be in readiness to re- 
storé anything from consciousness to con- 
fidence. 

The annex to the Coliseum on the south

Coliseum in St. Louis Has Seats for 
10,800 Persons.

ST. LOUIS, June 12.—The Democratic 
National Convention which will meet here 
Wednesday, July 6, will assemble in the 
Coliseum. The Coliseum is said to be one 
of the largest and most commodious con- 
vention halls ever built. It is constructed 
fomewhat on the same plan as Madison 
Square Garden, and is used for similar pur- 
poses. It was most recently utilized for a 
horse show. In order to prepare it to ac- 
commodate the National Convention a great 

deal of constructive work and alterations in 
the interior will be necessary.

The plans of reconstruction upon which 
the architects are now proceeding call for 
10,500° seats. As there will be 2,000 dele- 
gates and alternates in the convention, 
there will be left 8,500 seats for spectators. 


A FIREPROOF BUILDING. 


The Coliseum is virtually fireproof—the 
only combustible material used in its con- 
struction. being the wood for the seats and 
the floor of the arena. The material of the 
building is brick and steel. The Coliseum is 
built out of a section of the old St. Louis Ex- 
positior’ Building, which occupies the block 


between Olive, St. Charles, Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth Streets. It is within one block 
of the Jefferson Hotel, where the head- 
quarters of the National Committee and 
several of the State delegations will be 
located, and within a dozen blocks of the 
Southern\and Planters’ Hotels, which are 
the two i¢ading hostelries of the city. 

The space in the rear of the arena will be 
given _up to marching clubs from the vari- 
ous States. Among the clubs for which 
tickets havé already beén requested are 
Tammany, With 1,000 braves; thé Cook 
County Marching Club, from Chicago, with 
almost as many; the Jackson Club, from 
Washington, and the Erie Club of Buffalo. 
It is estimated that there will be at least 
30,000 marching politicians in St. Louis to 
attend the convention. The greater num- 
ber of them will come from the near-by 
cities and towns, but it is said that the 
number that will come from a distance will 
be greater than that which has been seen 
at any previous Democratic National Con- 
vention. 

The entrance for the delegates, alternates, 
and distinguished visitors will be through 
the Fourteenth Street entrance of the hall. 
The boxes, banks, and balcony ‘will receive 
their occupants through the Olive Street, 
St. Charles Street, and two Thirteenth 
Street entrances, The marching clubs will 
enter at the east nave door. ‘ 

GREAT THRONG EXPECTED. 

Officers of the National Committee, judg- 
ing by the requests for quarters which they 
have had from the various States, place 
the number of people who will be drawn to 
St. Louis by the convention as high as 
100,000. They say that the uncertainty as 
to the convention's action, and the fact that 
those who attend will also have the oppor- 
tunity of witnessing the World’s Fair, have 
been the indueements which have led thou- 
sands who would not have thought of at- 
tending under ordinary circumstances to 
make their arrangements to be in St. Louis 
on July 6. 

The belief here is that the convention will 
not be able to conclude its labors before 
Saturday, July 9, at the earliest, and there 
are many politicians who are inclined to 
the opinion that the session of the conven- 
tion will be even much more protracted. 

The headquarters of the mmany dele- 
gation will be at the Southern Hotel, but a 
part of the New York up-State delegation 
will be located at the Jefferson. The South- 
ern will also be the headquarters for the 
Maryland, the Massachusetts, Pennsylva- 
nia, Indiana, Michigan, and Georgia dele- 
gations. 

On account of the fact that the delega- 
tions from the most important States will 
have their headquarters there, and be- 
cause of its far-famed rotunda, the South- 
ern, in all probability, will be the centre of 
political activity when the convention is not 
in session. The rotunda of the Southern 
is said to be the largest of any hotel in the 
United States, and will afford an excellent 
place for the members of the various State 
delegations to gather at the close of the 
sessions of the convention to discuss the 
proceedings and the outlook. There would 
be no difficulty for one of the marching 
clubs, wit a band at its head, going 
through th Southern rotunda without 
breaking ranks. 

The Planters’ Hotel will accommodate the 
West Virginia delegation, but most of its 
rcoms have been pre-empted by _ United 
States Senators, Governors, and other dis- 
tinguished politicians. The Hearst head- 
quarters will be at the Planters’. 

All of the members of the National Com- 
mittee have secured quarters at the Jeffer- 
son Hotel, where the committee’s headquar- 
ters will be located, and that hotel will also 
shelter the delegations from Kansas, Ne- 
braska, and Wyoming. Mr. Bryan will be 
quartered at the Jefferson, with his dele- 
gation. 

Of the 8,500 seats for spectators in the 
Convention Hall, the National Committee 
has given tickets for 2,000 to the local com- 
mittee, which represents the subscribers to 
the fund to bring the Convention to St. 
Louis. The remainder of the seats will be: 
distributed under the auspices of the Na- 
tional Committee. There will be seventy-one 
boxes in the Convention Hall, which will 
be reserved by the National Committee for 
distinguished guests. 

The members of the National Committee 
are expected to begin arriving in St. Louis 
about Duly 8, and a meeting of the commit- 
tee to make the final arrangements for the 
opening of the convention will be held on 
Monday, July 4. 


MME. MARX WITH DUSS. 


Dramatic Soprano Makes Her First Bow 
to New York Audience. 


Mme. Eleanore Marx, the dramatic so- 
prano, made her first public appearance be- 
fore a New York audience in Madison 
Square Garden last night, when she ap- 
peared as the soloist with Duss’s Orchestra. 
Mme. Marx appeared only once on the pro- 
gramme, and sang the “Dich Theure 
Halle"’ from. ‘“ Tannhiuser.’’ Her voice 
filled the great auditorium, and although 
she was enthusiastically applauded, she 
declined to give an encore. Mme. Marx 
will appear twice at each performance this 
week. 

Mme. Marx is a native of New drieans, 


but has been living in New York since No- 
vember. She was musically educated in 
Paris and Germany, and although last 
night's was her first public appearance in 
this country, she has appeared on several 
occasions at private recitals. The other 
soloists last night were Nahan Franko and 
Arvid Asblunt, baritone.

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COCKRAN SCORES DIVORCE 


EVIL BEFORE CATHOLICS 


Worse Than Polygamy, He Says; 
to Great Applause. 


ARCHBISHOP FARLEY’S SPEECH 


No Politics in Catholic Societies’ Move- 
ment, He Declares—No Sectarian 
Schools, Says Cockran. 


A public meeting in the intérests of the 
American Federation of Catholic Societies, 
and particulakly in favor of forming a New 
York State branch of the Federation, was 
held last night in Carnegie Hall. It was 
one of the largest meetings ever held in, 
that place, every seat in the house being 
occupied, and enthusiasm marking the 
speeches, especially that of W. Bourke 
Cockran, who, with others, referred fre- 
quently to the Federation as the Apostolate 
of the Catholic laity. 

Almost every Catholic of note in this city 
and many from out of town attended, and 
the meeting was presided over by Arch- 
bishop Farley, who got a tremendous recep- 
tion when he came upon the platform 
garbed in his purple robes of office. 

The objects of the federation, according 
to its President, T. B. Minahan, are to agi- 
tate the question of sectarian schools and 
to receive proper recognition, for Catholics 
along many lines. Under the head of re- 
ligicus objects the federation groups the 
questions of education through Catholic 
Scshools and wniversities, literature and 

migration, homes for Catholic sailors, &c. 
Amcng social questions, the labor problem 
and the question of divorce are made the 
most prominent, while under civil questions 
the religious rights of Catholics, taxation 
of Church property, and protection of Cath- 
oliz civic rights are made prominent. 

All of the speakers dweit upon the fact 
that opposition to the Federation had been 
made on the ground that it might be pro- 
jected into politics. This was vehemently 
denied, and on this question Archbishop 
Farley said: ’ 

“The moment that occurs the Federation 
sounds its own death knell. That moment 
my approbation will be immediately with- 
drawn. The Federation, I feel, points the 
way to a great futuré for the Church. As 
this is my first appearance in the Federa- 
tion I may make what I shall call a pro- 
fession’ of faith.” 

It was explained that, while it was the 
purpose of the Federation to bring all 
the Catholic societies into one great union, 
each was to preserve its autonomy. Among 
the Catholic socieites represented at the 
meeting were: The Holy Name Society, St. 
Vincent de Paul Conference, Knights of 
Columbus, Catholic Benevolent Legion, An- 
cient Order of Hibernians, Arch Diocesan 
Union, German Catholic State -League, 
German Catholic Central Verein, Catholie 
Knights of America, Catholic Mutual Ben- 
evoleat Association, Catholic Club, and 
Catholic sodalities and clubs, 

Congressman W. Bourke Cockran, who 


spoke on the purposes and aims of the 
federation, aroused great enthusiasm. 

“The successful combinations,’ said the 
Congressman, “keep the organization of 
each concern absorbed intact, and léave 
each one free to prove its own effectiveness 
and its relation to the whole scheme. It 
is combinations such as these that have 
triumphed. In like manner, in forming 
the federation, it is the intention to keep 
up the efficiency of each organization, so 
as to enable it to work for the best require- 
ments of the Ghristian world, and for the 
greatest et pes oI of the world, the 
Church, and morality. 

“The objects of the Federation can be 
gathered under three great heads. Briefly 
these are, first, questions which only Cath- 
olics realize; second, questions which only 
Catholics can remedy, and, finally, ques- 
tions which neither Catholic nor Protestant 
has solved. 

“The first question comes in the form of 
hostility to Christian instruction, and yet 
the State says it is necessary for its own 
safety to instruct its youth in questions of 
morality. 

“The cry is for non-sectarian education. 
There is no such thing. The school must be 
either Christian or anti-Christian, and if it 
is non-sectarian it is anti-Christian. Much 
of the opposition to Christian teaching has 
had its .birth in the damnable libels that 
have been uttered against such. teaching 
and especially against the Jesuits. It has 
been said of these that their teachings say 
that the end justifies the méans. No black- 
a lie was ever uttered by mortal lips than 
that. 

“The evils of irreligioys education have 
not been appreciable to any great extent as 
yet. Time‘alone can show what it will do. 
Its first manifestation was made clear not 
long ago in France. 

“The sanctity of the marriage tie is an- 
other of the questions with which we have 
to deal. Not long ago in the Congress of 
the United States the question of polyg- 
amy practiced by one of its members was 
agitated, and yet I say to you that between 

olygamy and divorce the difference 1s all 
n favor of the former. Polygamy com- 
prehends a group of wives at one time, 
while divorce simply means driving them 
tandem. 

“The polygamist must at least keep the 
wives he has, and there is a limitation to 
his endeavors even on the grounds of ex- 

ense, but divorce gets rid of each wife 
n successién. It has been said by eminent 
ecclesiastics and thinkers that divorce 
must be_ regulated. The Catholic goes 
further. He says it must be stopped. 

“One of the ways to regulate divorce has 
been pointed out—that is, to make the law 
universal that divorce shall be granted for 
only one cause, as 1n this State. That sim- 
ply means that the:man who would be a 
polygamist must commit another crime to 
reach his end. The State has long ago rec- 
ognized the family as the unit, and when 
thut is struck at the Christian State is 
threatened. If it is persisted in the Chris- 
tian State is doomed. 

‘‘How wise, most opportune, and worthy 
of this federation it would be if, in the 
name of the purity and sanctity of the 
American home, all classes and all creeds 
might be brought to crystalize into law 
some statute that would wipe out forever 
the pitgnting, corroding curse of the in- 
stitution of divorce."’ 

Mr. Cockran violently combated the po- 
I!tical idea im conjunction with the federa- 
tion. Politics and the Church, he said, had 
nothing in common. Politics dealt with 
roultitudes, while the Church dealt with 
souls and individuals. 

An address on “‘ Objections to the Federa- 
tion Answered’’ was made by Walter 
George Smith of Philadelphia. Alphonse G. 
Koelble spoke on the gt ag history, 

lan, and scope; the ight Mev. Mer. 

ooney dealt with the subject from a cler- 
gyman’s standpoint, and President Minahan 
spoke on the results so far attained.

RALTIMORE, June 12.—Cardinal Satolli, 
after spending the day at the residence of 
Cardinal Gibbons, returned to New York 
this evening He celebrated early mass at 
the eathedral this morning, and later, in 
company, with Cardinal Gibbons, visited 
several churches and schools. He dined in 
the afternoon with Cardinal Gibbons and 
a number of priests at the archiepiscopal 
residence. 

The itinerary of the Cardinal during his 


stay in this country has been arranged as 
follows:

CROWD AT THE STATE CAMP. 


More Than 3,000 Visitors at Peekskill—

ALBINO ROBIN A PARIAH. 


Bird at Chatham, N. J., Is Ostracised by 
Redbreasts.

MADISON, N. J., June 12.—A tale of an 
albino robin comes from Chatham, and 
only the fact that citizens of known verac- 
ity have seen the bird saves the story 
from being stamped as a myth. The robin 
made its home in Chatham in the Spring 
of 1908, and that is cited as a vindication of 
the veracious residents, because persons of 
alcoholic imaginations do not generally see 
white robins two seasons in succession. As 
a general rule, they are booked to see - 
camels crossing yellow bridges the second 
season. - 

The albino is said have been ostracised 
by all the self-res ting robin redbreasts, 
and lives with the vulgar, low-down swamp 
robins. It shuns human beings, and gen- 
erally breakfasts on the golf links near 
the ninth hole about 5 o’clock, and at 
dusk makes for the woods on the Fuller 
property. The bird resembles the ordi- 
nary robin in size and form, but instead 
of the red breast it has a broad dash of 
white, while its wings and head are cov- 
ered with feathers flecked with the same 
color in abundance. It is said by those 
who are versed in bird lore that this is 
what has made it a pariah among its kind 
and forced it to live practically alone. 


STIRRED OYSTER BAY’S CALM. 


Supposed New York Visitors Whipped 
the Village Constable.

WATCHING $9.60 IMMIGRANTS. 


Sharp Inspection of the Philadelphia’s 
Passengers—Held Up on the Malou. 


The Inspectors, matrons, doctors, and 
other attendants at Ellis Island were 
spurred to extra care yesterday when the 
704 steerage passengers from the steam- 
ship Philadelphia of the American Line, 
which arrived on Saturday, were brought 
up for inspection. 

When the steerage passengers landed it 
was learned that about one-third of them 
had paid $9.60 for transportation, ‘while all 
of the others Had paid the former rates be- 
fore the new schedule went into effect. 

The passengers from the Philadelphia 
were about the only ones passed through 
Ellis Island yesterday morning, so that 
the authorities had plenty of time to 
devote to their inspection. When it was 
ended 22 persons had been set apart to be 
taken before the Board of Special Inquiry 
for investigation of their fitness as immi- 
grants. Of the others 133 were detained 
until friends should call for them. The In- 
spectors ,Said that the number detained 
was not above thé normal proportion. 

“We did not expect many of the very low 
class on this vessel,’’ said one of the offi- 
cials, ‘‘and after the close inspection to 
which they were subjected the comparative- 
ly few who were detained show that the 
cut rate has not yet had the effect that 
it is soon expected to havé. Just wait un- 
til the people along the shores of the Med- 
iterranean and the peasants of Northern 
Europe learn that they can get here so 
cheaply, and the immigration station will 
be swarming with all the riff-raff of those 
sections. Thousands will be deported. 

What the immigration authorities an- 


nounce as an unparalleled case was that 
of the attempt of the agents of the steam- 
ship Malou from Bordeaux, who yester- 
day attempted to land here 23 steerage 
passengers who had been rejected by the 
Canadian authorities because every one of 
them was afflicted by an eye disease or 
some other physical trouble. zt 

he steamship left Bordeaux on May 15 
for Montreal and Quebec. There she land- 
ed a total of 447 passengers, of whom the 
23 that arrived here yesterday were re- 
jected. They were taken back on board 
the vessel, and ye A she appeared at 
this city, where her Captain tried to dump 
his rejected cargo. The immigration au- 
thorities at once stepped in, and formally 
passed the people through Ellis Island, 
where every one was marked for deporta- 


tion.

By the bursting of the controller on Car i

He’ laid 
down near the booth, and said he was un- 
able to walk. Another.call was then sent 
to the hospital and the same surgeon re- 


turned. This time he got Slutzky to walk 
around, but he complained so much that he 
was finally taken to the hospital. After a 
half hour’s block, traffic was resumed.

Speaking of National politics, Senator 
Platt said he believed the election of Sec- 
Phone! | Cortelyou as Chairman of the Na- 
tional Committee was certain. It was_his 
opinion that Mr. Cortelyou should be Na- 
tional Committeeman from this State if he 
was to be National Chairman.

AJAX WON THE GRAND PRIX. 


Son of Flying Fox First with W. K. Van- 
derbilt’s Turenne Second. 


PARIS, June 12.—Edmund Blanc’s bay 
colt Ajax, by Flying Fox Amie, to-day won 
the Grand Prix de Paris of $40,000, distance 
about one mile and seven furlongs, this 
stable thus accomplishing the rare feat of 
carrying off three great events of the 
year: the Prix de Diane (the French equiv- 
alent of the English Oaks), the Prix du 
Jockey Club (the French equivalent of the 
English Derby), and the Grand Prix. 

Everything combined to make the occa- 
sion an immense success. The weather was 
delightful, the clouds tempering the heat 
without thrgatening rain. The field for 
the chief event was large and of high 
quality, and the attendance was both pop- 
ular and fashionable. ‘There was almost a 
record display of charming Summer tol- 
lettes, remarkable even for this ever bril- 
liant function. The interest was increased 
by the inauguration of the new stands, 
which were built in the Winter and which 
were used to-day for the first time. 

President Loubet, accompanied by Mme. 
Leubet, drove in state to the course and 
received the. heartiest greetings from the 
huge crowd which was gathered along the 
route. After receiving a welcome from the 
authorities of the Jockey Club, members 
of the Cabinet, and the Diplomatic Corps, 
President Loubet expressed his delight at 
the beauties of the new Presidential stand, 
and then watched the race with the keen- 
est interest, congratulating the owner of 
the winner before leaving. 

Fourteen horses started for the Grand 
Prix, about half a dozen being at fairly 


short prices, though Ajax was a hot fa- 
vorite. The race was closely contested, 
W. K. Vanderbilt’s Turenne, with the 
American jockey Ranch up, leading almost 
to the finish, when Stern called on Ajax for 
a final effor which landed kim a short half 
length ahead. Third place’ fell to Macdon- 
ald Il. of Blanc’s second string, the unsuc- 
cessiul English Derby candidate Gouver- 
nant taking fourth place. The victory of 
the favorite was very popular, and the 
jeckey received a great ovation.

|THE - "FINANCIAL MARKETS | 


A Welcome Break in the Monotony 
of Decline. 


Both Stock and Bond Markets Reflect 
a Much Improved Sentiment in 
Financial Circles. 


It is necessary to go outside of active 
properties to find any declines in the 
share list last week. Among the dozen 
most representative properties every one 
advanced. Taking a more comprehensive 
view, embracing all the stocks which 
moved a point or more, there were 17 de- 
clines to 86 advances. Among 43 bonds 
which moved a point or more there were 
but 6 declines. It is a long time since 
there has been such a cheerful showing. 

It is difficult to assign any more in- 
fluential reason for the improvement 
than an alteration in market temper, 
with more or less expert assistance. New 
York, Ontario and Western started the 
rise with activity which carried its 
week’s business up to 215,355 shares, the 
largest for any single property, and with 
strength which gave it an advance of 
2%. There was talk of dissolution of the 
voting trust and of change of control, 
but no facts were authoritatively an- 
nounced, and there were no reports of 
improvement of earnings adequate to 
produce the result noted. 

The factor of largest importance gen- 
erally in the week’s market was the 
crop report. To it must be attributed 
the rise of 21%4 in Atchison and 2% in 
Union Pacific, and 3 in St. Paul, the 
last the week’s largest rise among the 
active twelve. Reading rose 254 upon 
distinctly good buying and good pros- 
pects for the hard coalers, and Brooklyn 
Rapid Transit rose 1% upon manipula- 
tion which made the most of improving 
conditions affecting this property. The 
dozen stocks provided 884,280 shares of 
the week’s total, 1,279,697, which is 
double the previous week's total, al- 
though less than a quarter of the same 
week in the previous year. In that week 
there was bad news from every point of 
the compass. It was the week of the 
Canadian failures, of the “ruin” of 
the corn crop, and the announcement of 
the worst recorded prospects for the cot- 
ton crop. There is a grim pleasure in re- 
calling these things, which remind us 
that there is a certain sort of activity 
which it is profitable to dispense with, 
and that a market which has been de- 
pressed by such realities has developed 
a ruggedness of constitution which 
makes it superior to such comparatively 
trifling factors of depression as we are 
now experiencing. 

The volume of bond business also in- 
creased by $4,000,000 to $10,500,000, 
which is $5,000,000 under 1903. The busi- 
ness was well distributed, and, as al- 
ready remarked, was favorable in gen- 
eral. Detroit Southern was the chief 
laggard, not recovering from the depres- 
sion of the previous week so well as St. 
Louis and Southwestern and Rock Isl- 
and 4s. The listed bond business is still 
dominated by speculative issues, three 
or four of them contributing a volume 
surpassing the entire increase of busi- 
ness on the week. fn this respect the list 
does the bond business at large injustice. 


There is nothing more characteristic of 
the present financial situation than the 
remarkable growth in unlisted issties sold 
over bankers’ counters. There is no bet- 
ter way of getting your money’s worth. 
Scores or even hundreds of millions are 
being invested in this way by those sick 
at heart of the vagaries of the stock list.

30 Are Overcome Fighting Flames 
in Holtz’s Restaurant. 


LOSS SAID TO BE $200,000 


Emergency Bar Established in Broad- 
way to Give Relief to the Vic- 
tims of Smoke. 


—

Fire destroyed Holtz’s restaurant, at 
Broadway and Houston Street, early yes- 
terday morning, and thirty firemen were 
overcome bx the dense fumes from alcokol 
and burning cigars, thousands of which 
were stored in the subcellar and basement. 
Fireman after fireman staggered across 
Broadway while the fire was at its height, 
to be attended by ambulance surgeons. 
They were forced to work in two-minute 
relays until the fire was well under con- 
trol. 

The restaurant, which was one of ‘the 
finest in appointmerits in the city, occupied 
the Broadway floor and basement, while 
the supplies were kept in the subcellar, 
where the fire started. The building isya 
six-story fire-proof structure and the 
flames were—confined to the floors men- 
tioned. 

Although the fire started in the subcel- 
lar, the smoke was discovered coming from 
the roof. of the building by Policeman Foley 
of the Mulberry Street Station at 4 o’clock 
in the morning. For some time after the 
firemen arrived they were unable to deter- 
mine the starting place of the fire. When 
they at last discovered that it, was in the 
subcellar, they lost no time ih ripping up 
the glass sidewalks and demolishing the 
handsome stained glass domes, over the 
basement entrance. 

At once there was a rush of such over- 
powering tobacco and alcohol fumes that 
the firemen standing over the openings 
made in the sidewalk were toppled over 
like tenpins. Deputy Chief Kruger, seeing 
the dangerous character of the blaze, at 
once turned in a second alarm. 

While the firemen were dropping, a tem- 
porary bar was rigged up across the street 
and a number of the firemen volunteered to 
go down through the smoke to get seltzer 
and ice, which were carried to the impro- 
vised bar, and the firemen were treated 
there. To each one Overcome by smoke 
was given a long draught of seltzer, and 
cloths soaked in ice water were bound 
around their heads and eyes. The tobacco 
smoke made the men’s eyes so painful that 
it was sqme'time before they could see 
enough to make them available for service. 

Chief Croker was in charge of a big brew- 
ery fire up town, but as soon as he could 
be spared he hurried to Broadway and 
Houston Street, and a third elarm was 
turned in. Little headway had been mad 
in subduing the flames at that time, a 
the Chief gave the order to drown the fire 
out. A dozen huge streams of water were 
directed down the elevator shaft and it was 
soon seen that the fire was yielding. 

Just before Chief Groker arrived a rumor 
spread that the engineer of the building 
was in the basement. Deputy Chief Kruger 
wrapped wet iced cloths around his head 
and called for volunteers. Several men, 
adopting similar precautions, followed him, 
but in a thorough séarch of the basement 
no engineer was found. A dog, which had 
belonged to the engineer, was found dead 
in the subcellar. It had been suffocated. 
To give the smoke an outlet it was neces- 
sary to tear up nearly the whole sidewalk, 
and, notwithstanding the earliness of the 
hour, a great crowd soon gathered. It be- 
came necessary to call out the reserves of 
the Mulberry, Mercer, Elizabeth, and Mac- 
dougal Street Stations to keep the crowds 
in check. 

Chief Croker estimated the damage at 


$200,000, halg of which is sustained by the 
restaurant. The upper floors were occu- 
pied by Goodman, Loeb & Co., dress goods 
and millinery; Warshauer & Rosemond, 
women’s hats; S. Schiller, trimmed hats; 
Allen & Allen, millinery, and the Standard 
Novelty Company. The stocks of all of 
these were ruined by the flood of water 
that was poured over them. The building 
is owned by James J. Coogan, formerly 
Borough President, and stands on the site 
of the old Revere House. 

George Hauff of 432 Pearl Street was 
starting-on his milk route through Mott 
Street when Engine 55 came at full tilt 
through the street. Hauff'’s horse was 
formerly one of the Fire Department steeds, 
and when it heard the engine and hoof 
beats behind it it started to the fire. Hauff 
made efforts to curb his nag, but only suc- 
ceeded, by continual tugging at the lines, 
in steering the horse through the plate 
glass window of Asselita Brothers’ drug 
store, at 31 Prince Street. 

The horse was en cut, the wagon de- 
molished, and the milk flowed through the 
streets. The old horse’s eagerness to get 
into action again cost Hauff $700. - 


HARD FIGHT AT BREWERY FIRE. 


Early Morning Blaze Does $150,000 Dam- 
age to Hoffman Plant. 


Four alarms of fire were sent in at an 
early hour yesterday morning for a fire in 
the establishment of the Jacob Hoffman 
Brewing Company, at 206 to 218 East Fifty- 
fifth Street. The presence directly ad- 
joining the burning premises of a large 
building containing ammonia tanks made 
the’ firemen work with great energy to pre- 
vent an explosion, and the fire was gotten 
under control after damage estimated at 
from $150,000 to $200,000 had been done. 

In less than five minutes after the first 
alarm was sent in the entire top floors were 
in flames. William Rieger,’ the night en- 
gineer of the plant, shut off all power in 
the engine rooms and allowed the am- 
monia to escape from the pipes in the stor- 
age houses, thus preventing explosions 
there, but the fumes were deadly and the 
firemen worked under great difficulty. 

Chief Croker arrived at 4:10 and sent 
in the fourth alarm. Water Tower No. 3 
was stationed in front of the building, and 


its heavy streams of water prevented the 
fire from extending below the fourth floor 
of the two storage houses and the third 
story of the wash house. The brew house 
wus saved. The blaze was under control 
at 4:45 o'clock. 

Fireman, Byrnes of Engine 8 was on the 
second floer of the wash house hauling 
uv‘a line. He_had his foot thrust out to 
give him a held, and was astride the hose, 
when it broke. Considerable hose had 
been drawn to the roof before this, and in 
falling Byrnes caught the hose and slid 
without injury to the ground. The cause 
of the fire is unknown.

THE CENTRAL UNION 
Non-Socialists Say Socialists Run 
Things—Row on-Floor. 
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BUILDING TRADES LEAVE HALL 


Fight Over Allowing Socialist Candi- 
date for Vice President to Speak— 
Meeting in an Uproar. 


. As a result of a dispute in the Central 
Federated Union yesterday as to whether 
Benjamin Hanford, candidate on the Social 
Democratic Party ticket for Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, should be al- 
lowed to speak the building trades unions 
are likely to leave, the cerftral bedy, and 
form a similar body of their own. 

A movement to this effect has been in 
progress for some time, the non-Socialists 
declaring that the Socialists practically run 
the body. ; 

Seldom has a more uproarious meeting 
been held by the central body than took 
place yesterday. The Chairman, James Mc- 
Cabe of the Gold Beaters’ Union, practi- 
cally lost control of the meeting for some 
time, and everybody shouted and talked 
entirely without regard to parliamentary 
law. 

The trouble arose over the strike of the 
Colorado miners in Cripple Creek and other 
places. The striking miners are Socialists 
and belong to the Western Federation of 
Miners, which was supposed to be antagon- 
istic to the American Federation of Labor. 
J. Reed, a delegate from the Colorado 
strike regions, was allowed to take the 
floor and gave an account of the scenes in 
Cripple Creek and the deportation of the 
striking miners. 

Reed declared that when the deported 
men were sent to Kansas they were pre- 
vented by armed men with rifles from bid- 
ding good-bye to their wives and childten. 
The miners, he said, were striking for their 
legal rights, among them the eight-hour 
work day, which had been granted to them 
by the Legislature. 

Herman Robinson, a general organizer 
for the American Federation of Labor, then 
submitted a preamble and resolutions call- 
ing on President Roosevelt to start an im- 
mediate investigation of the disturbances 
with a view to the laws being observed in 
the mining districts, 

Morris Brown of Cigarmakers’ Union No. 
144, Socialist candidate fdér Controller at 
the last election, made a long speech in 
which he opposed the passing of this reso- 
lution. He read a number of newspaper 
cuttings about the occurrences in the min- 
ing districts of Colorado and said: 

“There is no hope for organized labor 
from the present Administration. I do not 
believe that the President wants to inter- 


* fere.”’ 


Here Delegate Mikol of the Cigarmakers’ 
Union, another Socialist, got up with an- 
other set of resolutions. Some of the dele- 
gates objected. 

*‘ Have you the union label in your cap?” 
asked Delegate Daly of the Dock Builders’ 
Union. 

Mikol protested against the manner in 
which the question was asked. 

. “I want Mr. Daly to know,” he said, 
“ that our organization is an old oné.” 

“That’s a lie,” said Daly, ‘“ Your or- 
ganization is a new one.” 

There. was a general uproar at this, and 
several delegates were on their feet at once. 
Finally Brown moved that Benjamin Han- 
ford, the Socfalist candidate for Vice Presi- 
dent of the United States, who had been 
in Colorado, should be given the floor. 

“TI protest,” shouted James Holland of 
the Eccentric Firemen’s Union. “I believe 
if we allow Hanford to speak we will get a 
dose of politics. Let us do what we can 
for the American Federation of Miners, but 
for Heaven’s sake keep all politicians out!” 

Brown declared that Hanfcrd would fot 


come as a politician. Holland declared that 
he did not see how he could come in any 
other way. - 

“If this thing lasts much longer,”’ he 
said, ‘‘ we will be into politics. The whole 
thing is politics.” 

‘““If Hanford is allowed to speak,” said 
Michael Stanton, of the Electrical Workers, 
“I move that all of the building trades 
delegates walk out of this body.” 
¢The Chairman made a deprecatory re- 
mark and Delegate Delany, of the Granite 
Cutters’ Union, joined in Holland’s pro- 
test. There was an indescribable scene for 
two or three minutes. 

“I am not going to stand Benjemin 
Hanford being allowed the floor here,” 
shouted Holland. ‘‘I havé nothing against 
him personally. But we can’t have our 
meeting run by outsiders. Week after week 
we have our time taken up by one politi- 
cian and another, and I am tired of it.” 

Here the Socialist delegates began to 
shout for nford. The non-Socialist dele- 
gates looked disgusted. 

“If he is allowed to ste yelled Hol- 
land, “I will shout all the time he is 
speaking.”’ 

Finally Hanford was allowed to take the 
floor, and walked up to the platform not at 
all daunted by the reception accorded him. 
He was receiv with furious applause by 
the Socialist delegates, who appeared to 
be in the majority, and, boiling with rage, 
most of the building trades delegates 
walked deliberately out of the meeting and 
held a caucus in the hall. 

Hanford spoke for half an hour, after as- 
suring the body that he would only speak 
for a short time. He shouted until he was 
Aearly black in the face, and spent most 
of his time in abusing Gov. Peabody of Col- 
orado. 

The petition to President Roosevelt was 
indorsed and will be sent to him with a 
memorial on behalf of the striking miners. 
A committee of fifteen was appointed to 
take measures for aiding the miners fingn- 
cially. 

In the meantime the building trades dele- 
gates were comparing notes outside. It was 
stated by them later that it was high time 
the non-Socialists got out of the central 
body. Said their representative: 

“We are tired of the cigarmakers, tail- 
ors, and other similar trades _ running 
everything. Weare in favor of pulling 
out and letting them run things for them- 
selves. it is impossible to do business when - 
every man belonging to a small east side 
union wante to speak for twenty mjnutes 
on the smallest provocation. 

“We are going to get out. We are going 
to form a new central hody of the building 
trades and other bodies, as, while we are 
in sympathy with any troubles of the cigar- 
makers and all other unions, we want to 
be able to transact businéss of our own. 
A movement is already under way to form 
a new central _ 

When the _ building trades delegates 
learned that Hanford was through ‘talkin 
they came back into the hall. Severa 
matters were brought up, but the speech- 
making had taken so much time that every- 
body wanted to get away, and the meeting 


adjourned. ,

EXPERT GALLS SCHOOL 


COURSES 100 COMPLEX } 


Would Abolish Special Musiéal and 
Physical Training. 


WANTS CHANCE FOR THREE R’S 


Regular Teathers Competent to Give All 
Needed Instruction in Special 
Branches, Says Mrs. Ford. 


Advocating the abolition of special in- 
structors in music, physical culture, and 
manual training in the public schools, on 
the dual ground that these subjects inter- 
fere with the common school courses to 
which the students are entitled and also 
that a much-needed saving of $350,000 a 
year thereby could be effected, Mrs, Ma- 
thilde Coffin Ford, the expert examiner en- 
gaged by Controller Grout to investigate 
the school system of the city, has filed her 
final report with the Department of Fi- 
nance, Copies of the report were made pub- 
lic by the Controller yesterday. 

Mrs. Ford declares that the three studies 
in question do no good in the school course, 
and that, on the other hand, they work to 
the detriment of the children who have but 
a limited time for schooling, and who must 
secure as much as possible of the needed in- 
struction during that time. Mrs. Ford's re- 
port, in part, follows: 

“When vacal music was first introduced 
into the public schools of the city special 
teachers were employed to visit the schools 
and give all the lessons, but gradually the 
regular teachers became competent to give 
such instruction, and the special teacher 
has now become only a supervisor, who 
visits the school about once in two weeks 
to assist the regular teacher in the work. 
Eventually, of course, the special teacher 
will be dispensed with and music will take 
its place among the regular branches of in- 
struction which the class teacher is re- 
quired to handle without extra assistance. 

“A specialist magnifies the importance 
of his specialty, and gives it too large a 
place relative to other subjects. He also 
constantly underestimates the amourt of 
effort which an ordinary person,who is not 
especially skilled in his line must put forth 
to accomplish given results. As there are 
six different lines of special work in the 
elementary schools, and the course of study 
in each is overloaded, it will be seen that 
theré if just cause for the far-reaching‘ 
complaint that the common branches are 
neglected, 

“The teachers claim that it is absolutely 
impossible to do the work laid down in the 
present course of study in the allotted time. 
This is true not only of music, but also of 
mannyal training and other special studies. 
As the special subjects are more closely 
supervised than the regular branches, the 
natural tendency is to insure results in 
these studies first. This can only be done 
at the expense of the common branches. 
By the time the class teacher does all that 


{s required by the music supervisor, the 
drawing supervisor, the physical training 
supervisor, the supervisor of sewing, the 
teacher of cooking, and the shop teacher, 
there is little time left for reading, spell- 
ing, and arithmetic, 

“The largest item of expense in connec- 
tion with the teaching of music in the ele- 
mentary schools is the cost of providing 
special supervisors for this branch. There 
are three directors in charge of the teach- 
ing of music in the several boroughs—Frank 
Damrosch, Director of Music in Manhattan 
and the Bronx; Albert S. Caswell, Director 
of Music in the Borough of Brooklyn, and 
Frank E. Rix, Director of Music in Queens 
and Richmond. There are fifty-two special 
teachers of music—twenty-six for Manhat- 
tan and the Bronx, fifteen for Brooklyn, 
seven for Queens, and four for Richmond. 

‘The facts disclosed in this investigation 
prove that large econemies are possible in 
the public schools. If a plan were adopted, 
not only in music, but in all the special 
branches, whereby special supervision 
would be restricted to those teachers who 
actually need such assistance, the present 
corps of special teachers could be greatly 
reduced. According to the civil list for 1904 
there are 15 directors and 246 speciai teach- 
ers employed at an actual cost of $351,000 to 
supervise music, the branches of manual 
training, and physical culture in the ele- 
mentary schools. 

“Most of the special teachers of sewing 
sheuld he dispensed with. If dressmak- 
ing and applied design were eliminated from 
the course of study and the wark confined 
to plain sewing the great majority of the 
class teachers would be fully competent to 
give the instruction in this subject. 

‘In physical training there is no occa- 
sion whatever for any elaborate system of 
supervision in the elementary schools. Un- 
der the direction of the Principal and Di- 
rector of Physical Training the average 
class teacher is abundantly able to give 
such physical exercises as should be given 
in the elementary schools.” 


BRITISH SHIP DISABLED. — 


La Gascogne Reports Passing the Lux 
with Cylinder Broken. 


The Freach Line steamship La Gascogne, 
Capt. Fournier, from Havre, which arrived 
here yesterday, reports that on June 11, 1n 
latitude 41.05 north, longitude 67.15 west, 
she passed the British steamship Lux of 
London, and bound from Shields to Philia- 
delphia. The Lux signaled that she had 
broken her cylinder head, and wished to be 
reported. No assistance was requested. 


The vessel was proceeding slowly at the 
time. The Lux was formerly the French 
steamship Le Lion. 

Eighty passengers of La Gascogne were 
transferred to Hoffman Island for observa- 
tion at noon. These passengers were 
booked from Marse.lles, where smallpox 
prevails to a considerable extent, and, al- 
though all were well cn arrival, it was
